The serious disturbances amounting to 
riot, which have taken place in Tokio as a 
result of the people's dissatisfaction over the 
terms of the Peace settlement concluded by 
the Japanese plenipotentiaries, have assumed 
very grave proportions. So serious, indecd, 
have thé.riotous conduct of the mob mani- 
fested itself, that it became necessary for the 
police to use arined force to restore order 
for the time being and for the guards to be 
called out to prevent the residence of the 
Secretary. of State for Home Affairs trom 
total desiruction.as the work’ of incendiaries. 
The: newspapers in the Japanese capital, 
with a ‘single notable ‘exception, the 
Kokumin, x recognized semi-official organ, 
were of the opinion that Japan;. should 
not have, been ‘too complaisant in the 
terms for the conclusion of peace ‘and some 
of the more notable opinions of the leading 
vernacular journals may be taken, as expres 
sive of the‘ voice of the people in Japan.

duties are well understood and systematically 
carried ot the teaching of hygiene need hard- 
ly go further than this, But it is often the case.

neglect in their homes of the fundamental 
rules of health. ‘The school is practically the 
only available.agency for discharging the neg-.

therefore forced, in the interests of the scholars,

It is in these cates that the proper teaching 
of hygiene is mosturgently calied for, and the 
determination of what should’ be taught is 
clearly of the -greatest importance; Some 
schemes for teaching hygiene approach the 
subject by first expounding certain details of 
phytiology, and in n few crses this part of the 
teaching is’ carried to excessive lengths. 
There are“definite grounds for holding that 
this method of teching the rules. of health 
to children is faully im principle, In much of 
the teaching given to the scholars of a public 
elementary school,and perbaps most clearly so 
in the'teaching ofhistory and geography, the 
main aim is to stimulate interest and to develop 
intelligence, anc the accurate retention of the 
many facts'on which the scholar's attention is 
atone time or another concentrated is not of 
vilal importance, It is true that. the subjects 
‘matter of hygiene can, and indeed should, be 
handled in such a way that the teaching de- 
velops intelligence, encourages habits of 
reasoning, and ‘enforces the lesson ‘that 
neglect of important matters of health entails 
cerlain penalties, But more than this is re- 
quired, (or whatever it is really advisable 
to teach children about hygiene should, be 
so firmly impressed upon their memories 
that they will never forget it, The rules 
of heal.h ‘impressed: upon, the children’ should 
therefore "be few and direct, and as little as 
posible encumbered with’ technicalities or 
quast-scientific exposition; indeed, didactic 
leaching is unnecessary in this subject, It must 
furher be remembered that tiving awholesome 
physical life is a question of good habits even 
more than of intellectual convictions, and it 
cannot be expected (hat mere teaching in tem- 
perance and hygiene will be an-adequate sub- 
slilute for the training from infancy upwards 
whi h is found in every good home.

course important'in all schools as an essential 
part af education, but a goad home will provide 
this discipline in its own sphere ifthe school 
does not. Where the homes are not good the 
perfo-mance | of fixed duties in school is 
indispensable to the formation of good habits 
because if these are not. acquired in 
school they are not likely to be acquired by 
the scholars at home. The training of the 
scholars in the observance of the cules of health 
should begin by getting them accustomed to 
tooms which .are thoroughly well ventilated, 
serunulously clean, and as bright and cheer’ul 
ascitcumstancespermit.
